Subject. —Procurement of imported materials (other than canalised items ) by actual 
users through the Industrial Raw Materials Assistance Centre (IRMAC! 
during April 1970 March 1971. 

No. lll-ITC(PN)/70.— Attention is invited to paragraph 55 in Part 'B’ of Section 
I of the Import Trade Control Policy (Red Book, Vol. I) for the oeriod April 1970- 
March 1971, which provides that the State Trading Corporation have set up ari 
Industrial Raw Materials Assistance Centre (IRMAC, and actual users, both large 
scale and small scale units, will be able to receive assistance from IRMAC In the 
matter of procurement of raw materials against licence# issued to them under the 
import policy for Actual Users or under the import poller for Registered Exporters. 
Actual users desirous of availing themselves of this facility may approach the 
IRMAC to obtain imported raw materials off-the-shelf (or on an indenting basis) 
against valid licences. This facility can also be availled of by merchant exporters 
holding valid import licences issued under, the Import policy for Registered 
Exporters. 
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2. TRMAC will be aunouiicing from time to time the items which will be avail¬ 
able with them for supply off-the-shelf against valid import licences. 

3. While supplying the imported material, IRMAC will debit both the Exchange 
Control and the Customs copies of the licence so as to reduce its c.i.f- value as a 
result of the goods supplied, as under: — 

"C.I.F. value of goods supplied: Rs---—-—-- 

Description of goods supplied: — --- ' 

Date on which supplied: -——- - -” 

4. The following points are clarified in connection with the procurement of goods 
through IRMAC against import licences:-^- 

(i) IRMAC will supply goods only against licences which are presented to 
them during the initial validity period of the licence or, in the case of 
a revalidated licence, if it is presented at a time when the licence 
has at least a balance validity period of two months available. 

(ii) Only those goods will be supplied which are covered by the licence, 
and to the extent their import is permitted by the licence. 

(lii) The flexibility provided to actual users holding licences issued under the 
import policy for Registered Exporters under paragraph 38 of Part ‘B’ 
in Section I of the Import Trade Control Policy (Red Book, Vol. II) 
for the period April 1970—March 1971, and the flexibility provided 
to actual users holding A. U. or REP licences under paragraph 85 of 
the Import Trade Control Hand Book of Rules and procedure 1970, will 
also be available to these licence holdors while obtaining imported 
materials through the IRMAC, subject t 0 the same conditions and 
restrictions as have been laid down. 

(iv) To the extent the goods are supplied by IRMAC, the licence, in question, 

will neither be valid for direct imports nor for the purpose of 
remittance against the Exchange Control copy- The licencee will be 
able to make imports from abroad and make remittances against such 
Imports only upto the balance value available on the licence nnd 
subject to the terms and conditions of the licence. 

(v) If a licence holder has surrendered his licence to IRMAC for the supply 

of goods but the goods are not actually supplied by IRMAC for any 
reason, the licensee cannot claim a revalidation of the licence on this 
ground alone for import of goods directly, if revalldatton is not other¬ 
wise admissible under the import policy in force. 

(vi) Licence holders can also approach IRMAC for supplies against valid 

licences issued to them in the previous periods. 

5. It is also open to an actual user in the small scale sector not to apply for a 
direct Import licence in his favour for Import of raw materials and components but 
to approach IRMAC fo r importing the goods provided that IRMAC is willing to 
undertake the import. The procedure for submission of applications for licences 
in such cases Is contained In paragraph 87 of the Import Trade Control Hand Book 
of Rules and Procedure, 1970. The modes of financing applicable for Issuing direct 
import licences to individual actual users will not apply while issuing a bulk licence 
to the importing agency on behalf of several actual users. Also, as provided In 
sub-paragraph 87(5) of the Import Trade Control Hand Book of Rules and Procedure 
1970, actual users on whose behalf a bulk licence is obtained by an importing 
agency, can apply for their subsequent import licences, whether direct or again 
through an importing agency, without having to wait for the utilisation of their 
previous licence by the importing agency. 

6. H an actual user desires to import goods through IRMAC against his Actual 
User licence or against a licence issued to him under the import policy for 
Registered Exporters it will not be necessary for the 'licence holder to obtain a 
Letter of Authority, for this purpose -Hi favour of IRMAC. IRMAC in such cases 
will act as an indenting house and Import the goods on behalf of the licence holders, 
subject to the same conditions as are applicable to the grant of Letters of Author 
ritv as given in Ohapter XIII of the Import Trade Control Hand Book of Rules 
and Procedure, 1970.
